Mr. Tuomas Ricwanns said be could not but admire the manner in 
which their worthy chairman came forward, and had tried to justify the 
measures of the directors; he had even founded hopes of profit for the docks 
oo the mere probability that the New Steam Packet Company might bring 
their vessels to Southampton. Upon such probability, or hope, the company 
were asked to go on with the formation of the ‘* Southampton Docks.” To 
all this « great many geatiemen with whom he (Mr. K.)} was acting, were 
completely opposed ; aad be was happy to say that ewen the state of the list 
of calls paid would sot (in consequence of the resolution which their 
had read) legally or morally authorise them to proceed with the works ; 
further, neither the public nor subscribers took interest in the concern, for 
out of 300 subscribers, they could not get 40, including directors, Ke., to 
attend their meeting; and he himeelf seldom conversed with any individual 
who did not maiotaia that the scheme would be abortive. He had long held 
these opinions, as the gentlemen present well knew, and which opinions re- 
mained unchaaged. They had got into difficulties p:incipally from the manner 
in which the company was first got up. He wished for an explasation with 
respect to the 394 shares, upon which neither »sit nor call had been paid. 
Were the parties proceeded against for payment’ No. Soon after the last 
meeting, legal proceedings were instituted against some of the parties in 
arrear, upoa which certain shareholders convened a meeting for the purpose 
of opposing the directors. On the morning of that meeting an advertisement 

ared from the directors, stating that the share list was ‘now filled up.” 
He dowbted how this could be, when the shares in reality were wort! only t/., 
and found the object bad been effected by each director having placed an 
additional thirty-eight shares agaiast his name! Now 5434 shares, out of 
the 7000, should have been paid upon before they commenced the works ; by 
their own account, they had not yet that sumber. We were brought iato 
this concern, he added, by the solicitor of the company, and ought to have 
been allowed to retire, forfeitiog our deposit, when we protested against the 
further carrying out the scheme. After repeated applications, he had, on the 
29th of June, a promise from a gentleman, who acted by desire of the chair 
man, that the proceedings then pending against their party should be alto- 
gether stayed, peading a negotiation whether the shares should or should pot 
be taken off their hands at a price to te agreed upon. Relying on this pro- 
mise, he left town, but found, on bis return, that declarations had been issued 
aghinst his party on the 2d July, although a week was to have been allowed 
to negotiate; laying the venue in these proceedings in the county of Keat— 
the object of which must be evident. This, however, upon atation to 
the judge, was changed to London. Upon remonstrance, a letter was seot 
by the chairman to the solicitors, to the effect that legal proceedings should 
be stayed, and yet in a day or two notices were deliyered that their shares 
were forfeited, reserving the right of enforcing the calf. He considered thi« 
nothing lees than a breach of faith. It was his belief that a resolution would 
be passed this day to confirm the above act of the directors: for his part, he 
would rejoice in the opportunity of retiring from the concern, but the diree- 
tore might rest assured that he would oppose them as long as they insisted 
on the payment of the cali; and they would most probably find that it woul!

The chalomen then proceeded to remark 
upoa Mr. Richards’s persevering opposition—that he laid hold first of 
one argameat aod thea another, in order to arrest the progress of the 
undertaking. 

A Paocrvare ron then commented on the coaduct of the directors, in iseuing 
declarations to try the matter in the county of Keat three days after they 
had ioduced them to suppose that the proceedings which had been instituted 
agaiast them had been stopped, until the result of the negotiation vas haown 
as to whether their shares would be taken off their hands.
